I. Claims 1-4,6-47,81-83 and118, drawn to compounds where R1 is H and X 
is OR1 , classified in class 562, subclass 439. 

II. Claims 1-3,5-47 and 118, drawn to compounds where X is OR10 and R1 
is formula IX , classified in class 560, subclass 24. 

III. Claims 1,48,49,51,54-69,74-80,84-92,96-101 and 113-118, drawn to 
compounds where X is of the formula II and R1 is H, classified in class 
562, subclass 34. 

IV. Claims 1,48,49,52,54-69,74-80,96-101 and 113-118, drawn to compounds 
where X is formula II and R1 is formula IX, classified in class 560, 
subclass 24. 

V. Claims 1 ,48-52,54-73, and 93-1 1 8, drawn to Compounds where X is 
formula III and R1 is H, classified in class 560, subclass 34. 

VI. Claims 1 ,48-51 ,53-73, and 93-1 18, drawn to compounds where X is 
formula III and R1 is IX, classified in class 560, subclass 24. 

VI I. -XI I. Claims 1 19-126 drawn to pharmaceutical compositions containing a 

compound of the respective above Group and at least 1 additional active 
agent. 

After a compound has been found allowable a single method of use will be 
examined. 
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The above Groups are subject to restriction because there is a wide variety of 
structure in X and R1 . Carboxylic acids, simple esters and complex esters with further 
ester and amide containing groups in the alcohol portion thereof are present. Also when 
R1 is H a simple hydrazine moiety is present but also R1 can be complex group IX. 
Obviously the 2 sets of pharmaceutical compositions in all probability^and in fact as can 
be seen from the disclosure,have different utilities. 
Thus restriction is proper. 

Further in case no generic claim is found allowable election of a single supported 
species is now required.
